THE OUTLOOK. 

Faced with another three weeks of uncer- 
tainty before the contents of the Budget are 
known, the Stock Exchange is not likely to 
show any great animation unless the Mining 
markets, which are steadily growing in public 
favour, provide fresh speculative excitement. 
This might happen, for instance, if some of 
the various rumours concerning the discovery 
of long-lost reefs either in the Far West or 
the Far East Rand chanced to prove correct. 
A less remote possibility, perhaps, is that one 
of the newer goldfields will produce such 
results as will encourage fresh enterprise. 
Investment seems likely to run mainly in the 
well-tried groove of British Government 
stocks (writes The Sunday Times). Austra- 
lia’s credit has certainly been saved by the 
action of the Commonwealth in ing the 
interest refused by New South Wales, but, 
while the debt repudiators are discredited, the 
financial problem remains as difficult as ever, 
and until wheat and wool can be sold at a 
profit this anxiety must continue, coupled 
with the fear of further unwise experiments 
in finance, unless a Governdent with more 
orthodox ideas comes into power. In view of 
the strength of the Gilt-edged market, under- 
writers of recent issues who have been left 
with substantial lines of stock should be able 
to resell it gradually to investors who are on 
the look-out for a higher return than is 
obtainable from the Funds.

United Newspapers, Ltd., notifies its share- 
holders that an extraordinary meeting will 
bé held at the Cannon Street Hotel, London, 
on April 30, in pursuance of requisitions 
lodged at the company’s office, int that a 
number of resolutions will be considered at 
the meeting.

Pickle. 
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Here are two ways of making celery pickle. |

strong salted water all night, then drain and 
drv with a clean cloth. 

Make a pickling vinegar as follows :—To 
one quart of best wine vinegar allow an ounce 
of white pepper, an ounce of sliced ginger, 
a little mace and pimento, and bring this to 
the boil all together. Put the celery roots in 
a large stone jar, pour the boiling vinegar 
over, and set by the fire for two hours, turn. 
ing the jar often to keep it hot. —

The recurrence .of serious flooding in 
low-lying parts of Cork city illustrates the 
necessity for more housés. - Poor le 
living in the Blackpool area have spent 
seme unpleasant days in. their * water- 
logged houses; who enjoy the 
‘“luxury ” of having a two-storeyed: house 
were able to view the waters from above ; 
to see articles cf furniture floating around 
the kitchen. Others less fortunate, com- 
pelled to live in ohe-storeyed ‘‘ shacks,’ 
were: compelled -to abandon their homes 
and seek accommodation clséwhere. The 
sooner this area—which frequently 
becomes flooded even when rains are con- 
sidered normal—is abandoned the better 
for the genera] health of the city. 

The South of Ireland generally has 
suffered severely from the storm. Bridges 
have been carried away by the floods, 
roads in West Cork had. been made im- 
passable, and in places animals were lost 
in the fields, so quickly did the waters 
rise. April has maintainéd her reputa- 
tion and has cruelly fooled: many, but the 
worst is now believed to be passed.

Spanish Interlude. 

I am not ,astonished to learn that the 
Princes’. visit to Spanish America has 
given a fresh impetus to the growing 
desire of parerits that their children should 
learn the ‘Spanish tongue, and that the 
attention .of school authorities is being 
turned to this fresh rival of the cuckoo of 
the curriculum, Irish. Emigrant scions 
of not a few notable Irish families have 
found a kindly stepmother in Spain—or 
should it be great-grandmother, if our 
Milesian ancestors really came from 
Spain }. Our general knowledge of Spanish 
things is sadly limited. Few could name 
a Spanish author beyond Cervantes and 
Ibafiez.  ‘‘Stately Spanish galleons”’ 
conjure before us dreams of doubloons 
and ‘the storm-conquered Armada. Even 
the Peninsular War is an episode in the 
life rather of Wellington than of a nation. 
For social life we read toreadors and 
ladies in mantillas, or else summon the 
entertaining, but not too recent, pages of 
Borrow to our aid. Yet both Motley and 
Prescott. have written Spanish history 
well "and need. only be opened to be 
devoured. . Could not Prescott be enlarged 
to modérn times, and a history of Spain 
be put upon the market which does not 
offend by being written for examinees or 
tourists? I discount, of course, Professor 
de Madariaga’s excellent work as too 
strictly confined. 


Al Roving Author. 


The present generation has started 1 
tradition of roving authors, or, as they are 
called in America, “ hob writers. 
Amongst others, the present Poet 
Laureaté; Mr. W. H. Davies, the 
‘‘tramp poet,” and Mr. Liam O'Flaherty, 
have all had adventurous experiences. 
Mr. Richard Hughes, the author of “A 
High Wind in Jamaica,’’ who has just 
been awarded the Femina Vie Heureuse 
Prize for..1930, is another wande1ing au- 
thor.. Born at Caterham in 1900, Mr. 
Hughes was educated at Charterhouse and 
Oxford. On going down from the Univer- 
sity he began his travels by visiting the 
United States as a steerage passenger. 
His next es¢apade was to travel down the 
Danube to the Balkans as a barge man. 
Tramping in Southern France and a six 
months’. stay’ in Northern Africa added 
fresh experiences and impressions. 

His first book appeared in 1922, and 
since then he has published novels, poems, 
essays and plays, but his first real success 
did not come till a year ago, when “' A 
Hich Wind in Jamaica ” took the reading

| Another “ Bleeding Horse.” 


Beside the road that runs from the town 
of Athy to the village of Stradbally, in 
Queen’s County, there is another inn 
known as the ‘‘ Bleeding Horse ’’; and, 
unlike the Dublin hostel of the same name, 
it still’ flaunts its unattractive sign. In 
this case the horse is brown, and a man 
obligingly hol@s a basin to catch the 
stream of-blood. This country “ pub ”’ is 
situated in a lonely place, and the road 
that passes it was a quiet one before the 
days of motor travel. Years ago a very 
famous hazel wood flourished near at 
hand ; but I have been told that many of 
the trees ‘have been cut down since then, 
and that nutting parties are much fewer 
and further between than once they were. 
I can only hope that I have been mis- 
informed ; for no autumn season was com- 


rackna Wood, from which sacks of hazel 
nuts’ were taken home for use on Hallow 
E’en.. The horses and ponies of the party 


were stabled at the ‘‘ Bleeding Horse,”’ 


and..in the minds of many people it is 
irresistibly connected with nutting expedi- 
tions 
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Paying a visit thé other day to Clogher, 
I saw for the first time the“Clogher oir, or 
gold-stone, that represents to-day the stone 
from which the village takes its name. 
This stone, originally in the north end of 
the cathedral, now reposes in the porch, 
and is, in fact, a very old lintel stone, 
probably dating from the eighth century. 
The original was the oracle stone of a 
power called Kermand Kelstach, which 
rivalled, as Dodgna rivalled Delphi, the 
more famous Crom Cruach. The lintel 
which I saw has no trace of gold about it ; 
that was the distinctive mark of the 
Kelstach. Many antique valuables have 
been found in the Clogher and IXnockmany 
districts, and, no doubt, the Clan Rury, 
which dwelt here, won considerable riches 
from those who wished to consult their 
oracle. If their treasury records and 
contents had survivel the marauding of 
the ages, here would have been invaluable 
sources for history, now irretrievably lost. 
The Domnach Arguit, which figures so 
dramatically in Carleton’s tale of the 
Horse Thieves, and is now in Dublin, also 
hails from Clogher, left there by St. 
Patrick in the care of St. McCarthen, 
whom he made bishop there. 


Bishop ACcCarthen. 


Bishop McCarthen played a curious 
part in. St. Patrick's ménage. Just as 
the old Irish princelets had each his 
‘“‘champion,”’ so St. Patrick appointed a 
“champion” saint—a réle played by 
McCarthen himself. His business was to 
aera St. Patrick from aggressors on the 

ighway and to lend his strength to carry 
the superior saint over rough places and 
fords along the roads. He did this loyally 
and without complaint till his tenth 
Justre. when. carrying the saint cver the 
ford of Ergal, he was heard to groan. St. 
Patrick sympathetically inquired the 
significance of this unprecedented 
occurrence. Quoth McCarthen: “I am 
now old and infirm, and thou hast left my 
comrades in churches, but I am still on 
the road.” Struck by the justice of this 
reproach, St. Patrick forthwith appointed 
McCarthen to Clogher.

Wicklow Gold. 


The original discovery of gold in County 
Wicklow, about ‘seven miles west of Ark- 
low, is said to have been made by a re- 
tired schoolmaster about the year 1770. 
The old man’s practice of searching the 
streams in the neighbourhood led to his 
being considered insane, but some years 
afterwards pieces of gold were found by 
various persons. When the fact became 
generally known, I am told, people were 
infatuated with the idea, and abandoned 
their ordinary employment for- the sake 
of picking gold out of the streams. It 
was: like an immature Klondyke. 
Hundreds of men and women spent their 
time gazing into the mountain rivulets, 
and scrutinising every object they saw. 
The largest piece of gold found weighed 
22 ounces, and the quantity which had 
been recovered when the supply began to 
give out was about 800 ounces, at a value 
of £5,600. It then transpired that there 
was no regular vein of gold, and that the 
fragments discovered had probably existed 
in a spur of the mountain which had 
crumbled away, and left only some traces 
of its precious deposit in the mountain 


stream.

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A SCOTTISH ARMY 
GENERALISSIMO. 


(By BRIGADIER-GENERAL SiR Eowang

at Managua.) 


ANAGUA, which has just been the 
scene of a disastrous earthquake is 
the present capital of Nicaragua. 

With a population of about 40,000, it is the 
second largest city in the Republic. |, js 
situated along the shores of Lake Managua 
most of the houses being single storeyed, only 
a very few of them having ‘wo storeys, as 
the are considered dangerous in localities 
such as Nicaragua, which are prone to violent 
seismic disturbances. The town itself is Jaid 
out more or less on the American plan. The 
avenues and streets run at right angles to 
one another, while the roads are paved with 
cobble stones. Barely 1,000 feet above seg 
level, the climate is distinctly warm, but the 
nights are cool as @ rule, and allow one to 
enjoy a refreshing sleep. There are several 
interesting lakes near Managua, the waters of 
one being pitch black, while those of one 
contiguous to it are of a gloriovs deep blue, 
and those of a third nearby emerald 
green. Overlooking the city on an eminence 
to the north-west is a fort which commands 
the capital. The port for Managua is Corinte, 
on the Pacific seaboard, and a railway, run 
by an American corporation, connects the 
two—a distance of some 87 miles. 


THE LARGEST REPUBLIC, 


The largest of the five Central American 
Republics, Nicaragua is slightly greater in 
extent than Guatemala, and has an area of 
some 50,000 square miles, with a population 
of 800,000, being bounded on the south 
by Costa Rica, on the north by Honduras 
and El Salvador, on the west by the Pacific 
Ocean, and on the east by the Caribbean Sea, 
The Pacific coast line is 185 miles long and 
the Atlantic seaboard is nearly 500 miles. 

The country is traversed from north-west 
to south-east by the Central American Cordil- 
leras—a continuation of the Andes of South 
America. These mountains are distant from 
the Pacific Ocean from 10 to 40 miles, and 
many of them are 5,000 feet above sea level. 
To the east of the Cordilleras is a depression, 
filled by the large lakes of Nicaragua, of 
which there are an abundance, the largest— 
the Lake of Nicaragua—being 115 miles long 
by 45 miles broad, with a depth of 140 feet 
in most parts; while the Lake of Managua, 
along the north shore of which is situated 
the town of Managua, measures 355 miles in 
length and 20 in width, with a depth of 0 
feet. Waterways connect these two lakes 
and a series of smaller ones, so that it is 
possible to go by river steamer from Managua 
to Greytown, at the mouth of the San Juan 
River on the Atlantic. 

The depression is studded with a series of 
volcanoes, some extinct and others at times 
active. Some of the volcanoes stand on 
islands in the Jakes, while to the north of 
Lake Managua and between it and the Gui 
of Fonseca there is a large cluster of them. 
One of them, *‘Momotombo,” gave its name 


to the late President Zelaya’s one war vesse! 


whose exploits as a filibustering craft ar 
famed in the annals of Nicaraguan history 

All the principal towns, with the exception o! 
Granada, the original capital founded by the 
Spaniards, are nearer the [acific than the 
Atlantic Ocean. The largest city, Leon, the 
seat of the Liberals, with a population oí 
60,000, is situated near silver, copper. and 
lead mines. Managua, tlie present capital, 
comes next with 40.000 inhabitants, and the 
other important towns are (Granada, the 
stronghold of the Conservadores; Matagalps 
and Rivas. 


NATURAL WATERWAYS. 


The rivers and lakes of Nicaragua form 
wonderful natural waterways, and long 
hefore the Panama Canal was thought of 
British engineers as early as 1854 had su: 
veyed Nicaragua with a view to constructing 
an inter-oceanic canal. Starting from ths 
free port of Grevtown (now known as Sat, 
Juan del Norte) on the Caribbean Sea, and | 
proceeding up the Rio San Juan, which forms | 
the boundary between Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica, one reaches Lake Nicaragua. wher | 
there are rapids. Continuing through Lake 
Nicaragua and other smaller lakes, one 
comes to Lake Managua. From a point m 
this lake to the Pacific coast is barely 
fifteen miles, and this would have been the 
principal work which would have to b 
accomplished. Passengers and freight 
carried in river steamers between the capital 
and Greytown. but, owing to the rapids 
where the Rio San Juan debouches from Lak

Nicaragua possesses larce tracts of fore# 
with mahogany and precious woods, including 
rosewood, sandalwood, logwood, whilst rubbe 
trees are in abundance.

it was very satisfactory, . Membership ‘had 
increased every year since 1922, and at the 
end of _Ducember. last there were three 
thousand more members than 1923; but they 
should not rest satisfied with the present 
membérship. It ‘had been always a source 
of wonder to him why so many people in 
ecmmercial life acted so carelessly in a matter 
that concerned them so vitally as health 
msurance. The fact that more than half the 
‘commercial employés in the country were in- 
sured through outside societies was evidence 
of their carelessness. It should be the 
special duty of their members, and par- 
ticularly officers and members of branch com- 
*mittees, to bring under the notice of those 
not insured with the Union the advantages to 
be derived from transferring to the one 
society that catered especially for them. 

Proceeding, he said that the least benefit< 
paid by their Society in 1923 were equivalent 
to an average payment of 19s. 10d. per head, 
while in 1930 the figure was 25s, per head. 
Apart from the cash benefits, other valuable 
benefits were provided’ for members. 

Conclading, he said that the delegates 
would during the proceedings have an oppor- 
tunity of discussing the auditor's report and 
the report of the Government actuary. 

Mr. P. J. Kelly, Limerick, seconded the 
adoption of the report, which, he said, was 
eminently satisfactory. |

Budget Prospects. 


Since the deficit in the national batanca 
sheet is smaller than was expected, it is 
possible that the Chancellor of the Fx- 
chequer will not need to mee taxation

FRUPERT BROOKE, lying in the 

meadows at Grantchester in the early 
years of: the century, can never have 
dreamt that one day he would lie under 
Grecian soil, or that a company of 
eminent men would gather on this gem- 
like island to honour him. 

This morning the voice. of Mr. Lascelles 
Abercrombie, the British poet, broke the 
silence that has hung almost unbroken 
over Brooke’s tomb «ince he died in 1915 
to recite one of Brooke 's poems. ' 

The Prime Minister of Greecé, M. 
Venizelos; the Foreign Minister, M. 
Michalakopoulos ; the British Minister’ in 
Athens, the Hon, Patrick Ramsay, and a 
number of distinguished, international 
writers stood around silently listening. 

Later in ‘the day a memorial was un- 
veiled to the poet. The scene during the 
simple ceremony, which took place within 
sight of the blue ASgean and amidst sur- 
roundings of perfect beauty, was deeply 
impressive. | 

Those attending the ceremony arrived 
here by steamer at dawn to-day from the 
Pireus. The entire population of the 
island turned out to meet them, dressed 
in picturesque costumes and dancing, and 
a parade of peasant lads wearing the 
fustanella (nation&l costume) followed. 


A NOBLE FRIEND. - 


The memorial takes the form of a nude 
figure of Rupert Brooke. At its base is 
the following inscription in Greek and 
English :— 

‘To Rupert Brooke, the young English 
poet, who was a noble friend <f 
(rreece and of immortal poetry.”’ 

It is the work of the Greek sculptor, 
Michel Tombros, and has been erected 
through the efforts of the Internationa] 
Rupert Brooke Memorial Committee, 
whose members comprise about two 
hundred European and American literary 
men. Members of the London Committee 
include English friends of the _ poet, 
Messrs. Lascelles Abercrombie, Walter de 
la Mare, John Drinkwater, John Gals. 
worthy, Harold Monro and Edward 
March. 

The English appeal, which brought in 
£500, was signed, amongst others, by 
Messrs. Stanley Baldwin, Ramsay 
Macdonald, Winston Churchiil, the Head- 
master of Rugby, the Countess .of Oxford 
and the late Mr. Arnold Bennett. 

Rupert Brooke made a remarkable im- 
pression on the life of his time. His 
personality, no less than his poetry, 
captured the imagination of England in 
the haleyon days just before the war. 
Educated at. Rugby (his father was a 
house-master there) and at King’s College, 
Cambridge, he published his first volume 
of poems in 1911, and two years later set 
out on a journey through America to the 
Pacific islands, spending some time in

The 
reply was: “‘It might, although it is 
doubtful, but it certainly would not pay 
a farm where labour must be hired.”’

PREPARATION OF ONINONS.

Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :- 
An enormous business is done in the sale of 

eggs for hatching and day-old chicks, 
and, no doubt, many of our readers will 
be buying this month. To such we would 
Say it is necessary to be careful as to 
the source you buy from. The writer has 
had large experience in this business, and 
has found that the small breeder is the 
sone most to be relied on, especially if 
only a small number is required. In 
large poultry farms it is difficult to get 
special attention to small orders, and 
where a big business is carried on the 
greater part of it falls on extra hands 
during the rush of the busy season, so 
that, while everything may be honest 
and upright from a business point of 
view, it is impossible to avoid mistakes, 
and if one gets eggs not fertile, or deli- 
cate chicks, the mictake cannot be recti- 
fied in time. Go to a breeder of good 
repute, but not to a big poultry farm, 
and do. not object. to give him his price 
when you have clearly stated what you 
require.
